MO ARC or WESTERN IL ARC. /f the name doesn’t match one of these, it 
won’t count!

results in each of the designated categories with a certificate, and the club 
with the highest aggregate score will receive bragging rights (and probably 
nothing else, though we are open to suggestions....)
